hicago Office of the Federal Bureau of Inves tion (FBI) 


that Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. President, Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) had arrived in Chicago from 
Atlanta, Georgia, shortly before noon on this date. 

advised that his Unit had no schedule of activities fcr King 
Other than that a meeting was scheduled for this evening, 
March 23, 1966, at the Warren Avenue Congregational Church, 
3101 West Warren Boulevard, Chicago, where the East Carfield 
Park Community Organization (EGPCO) would hold an open 

hearing on slums in the area, with King in attendance. 


The “Chicago Daily News", a Chicago daily newspaper, 
issue of March 24, 1966, contained an article concerning the 
March 23, 1966, meeting "of the EGPCO. King had presided 
at this ‘meeting, this neighborhood organization in the East 
Garfield Park area of Chicago consisting of some 30 neighborhocd 
and block groups. Several hundred persons had attended the 
meeting, including two white representatives of management 
firms in the area who handled a total of some 100 buildings, 


- all allegedly slums. Complaints from residents of these 


buildings were heard, and representatives of the EGPCO gave . 
these building management representatives ten days in which to 
improve conditions and make necessary repairs on certain 

selected buildings or the EGPCO would initiate court procecdings 
to force these repairs. In the event repairs were made, then 
another set of buildings would be specified, with ancther ten 
day deadline given to make repairs. The threat of picketing © 
the real estate offices involved was also suggested in the event 
the indicate repairs were not made. 


In remarks made at the conclusion of this meeting, 
King promised massive demonstrations in Chicago in his drive 


against slums, calling upon Negroes to organize in the event 
peaceful demonstrations are called for. 
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- King was quoted in this article as having stated 
"We have a power that nobody in Chicago can stop. All you : 
have to do is organize. By the thousands, we will get 
together. The people in ,City Hall will see a tong that 
no man can number and say ‘where are they coming iroa?'" 


The “Chicago Sun Times", a daily Chicago newspaper, 
edition of March 25, 1966, contained an article concerning 
the March 24, 1966, meeting between Chicago's Mayor Richard 
J. Daley and some 35 to 40 local religious and civil rights 
leaders. Also present at this an of March 24, 1966, 
was Dr. King. : 

The meeting, lasting some four hours, was called 
for the purpose of a mutual discussion of the question of 
how best to rid Chicago of slums and related matters. lLccal 
City Department heads briefed those present on the City's 
programs to improve living conditions and job opportunities 
of all Chicagoans. -. This article reflected that during the 
proceedings, a 20 minute dialogue took place between King 
and Daley, directed at the specific questions of ridding the 
City of slums and preventing a Watts type. situation from 
arising in Chicago. Both King and Daley, during later press 
conferences, described their discussion ,and the meeting in 
general, as very friendly and amicable. 


The article continued that subsequent to this 


conference, King had appeared before the Headline Club, 


Chicagn chapter of a National professional jcurnalisa 

Society, where King stated that his Chicago campaign against 
slums and Negro unemployment would be ready to move into high 
gear by late May, 1966. King estimated, however, that it 
would be ancther 18 months ‘before his program here will be 
operating at; full strength King described the EGPCO as ' 
typical cf ; community organizations he is trying to build here 
and which wi form the basis of his campaign. He is trying 
to organize ie groups in all sections of the City to unify 
Negro forces here, stating that in such unity there is the 
necessary strength for achieving the desiring results. 


: King had stated that the campaign in Chicago is the 
largest and most ambitious the SCLC has ever undertaken, and 
that the problems which he is trying to resclve are not being 
underestimated.
